great fuperiority of force, deemed it expedient to ftand 
out to.fea, which was effected without any lofs. It may 
be recollectel, that two Spanifh galleons, almoft loads 
With {pecie and bullion, covenanted to give to two 
French frigates a very confiderable fam, to convoy them 
from South America to Europe. Driven by contrary 
winds, and difeafe, to Goreé, thefe were the veffels in- 
to which the Pearl fired. A panic, the confequence of 
furprife to frames finking under a fatal diltemper, feized 
both French and Spaniards—the latter, fupplicating for 
quarter, ran below; when the cclebrared Bowles, the 
Cherokee Chief, who-for fome time had been a prifon- 

- er on board fome of the galleons, and moft rigoroufly 
treated, availed himfelf of the moment, and {pringing 
from a port into the fea, fwam to an American veffel, 
which he ineffectually urged to follow our fhip, that he 
‘might be enabled to itate with what facility all the vef- 
fels at Goree might be taken, even by ber. The Pearl, 
however, fhortly after obtaining intelligence of the {tate 
of the enemy, and meeting the Sheernefs of 44 guns, 
returned with her to Goree—bat too late; the flotilla 
had failed—and, we need not add, arrived fafe at their 
place of deftination. 

In ‘confequence of an application from the Grand 
Seignior, highly flattering to our national chara¢ter, to 
give effect to the vatour of the ‘Furkith armyy by proper 
organization, Government are about to fend to Con- 
itantinople four officers of engineers, with an equal num- 
ber of artillery, of cavalry, and of infantry. 

We yelterday received a letter from New York, 
dated the r6th September. It contains the moft me- 
lancholy details of the ravages committed by the yellow 
fever dn that Continent 3 the contagion had {pread 
from the cities'to the adjoining diftrits, and threaten. 
ed univerfal extermination, unlefs the coming winter 
fhould happily reprefs its virulence. At Philadelphia 
there is not more:than one houfe in fifteen open, and 
yet the deaths were from fo to 70 aday. At New- 
York the mortality and defertion were fimilar ; and 
Bolton, which hitherto efcaped this deftructive malady, 
is now involved in aJl its horrors.x—Such perfons as 
had the means of flight, had retired to the country ; 
molt of the fhops are fhut up; all public places are clo- 
fed ; and Jarge fires, compofed of ropes, tar-barrels, &c. 
are conftantly kept in the itreets to carry off the infec- 
tion. ane 

Some recent adjudications of our Court of Admi- 
ralty appear calculated to materially operate upon our 
commerce.

EXTRACTS OF, LETTERS FROM AN OFFICER ON 
. BOARD THE ANSON. 
Anson, N. W. Coast of Ireland, 
Oct. 16. . 793. 

We fell in with the French fquadron off Belle-Ifle 
on the 20th day of September, aod with the Ethalion 
and Amelia frigates, we watched their motions, in {pite 
of all their endeavours to prevent it, chacing us when- 
ever an opportunity offered, and once had very nearly 
caught us, from our having {prung our main-top-matt. 
We at this time took two prizes before their faces.— 
One morning we fell in with a fleet (I believe the 
Lifbon convoy), witli feveral men of war, who at 
firit pave chace, but it blowing hard, with thick wea- 
ther, I fuppofe they took the enemy to be much {trong- 
er than they were, and bore up, though we tried all 
we could to {top them. ‘We made towards the land 
upon the rth, near Sligo Bay, where we found 
Sir John Warren, who made the fignals to chace and 
prepare for battle. It blew (trong, with a heavy fea 5 
the Anfon was neareft the enemy, and was leading the 
iquadronito glory in high ityle, when, at ten at night, 
then drawing up very fait with the enemy, having beat 
to quarters, and all ready, at one lurch we carried a- 
Way our mizen-mait, main and main-top-fail yards, and 
in one moment became a perfect wreck., Never did 
mortification and difappointment equal ours, as thus, 
from being the envy of the whole fquadron, to have 
the glory of the day fnatched out of our hands—very 
hard did we toil all night tlearing the wreck, and get- 
ting jury-matts and yards up. Our Captain (Durham), 
with great judgment, fuppoling it probable that the ene- 
my would make for Sligo, wore fhip, and run between 
that bay and them, and the event juftified his fufpicions, 
and refleéts the highe‘t honour on him. At day-light we 
faw the fquadrons come.tovattion.—The French main- 
taining a running fight ;—at twelve: o’clock fix frigates 
bore up for’Sligb, ttinding direétiy to us ;. the line of 
batile thip and two frigates having {truck, as did another 
foon after three o’clock, to the Ethalion, At a quar-, 
ter before four, we having previoufly made the fignal to 
the Commodore that we were ready for fervice, he 
made out fignal to engage, when we brought to clofe 
action the’ largeft and falteft failing frigate, mounting 
46 guns, pierced for 50, a new and very handfome 


thip; at this time the other four French frigates were 


a mile and a half from us, and the Commodore about 
feven miles. She fought us about fifty minutes, when, 
though much damaged, fhe got paft us. . We had now 
eight minutes to look about us, witile fheering over to 
the other four, whom we engaged one hour and forty 
minutes longer—three on one side, and one on the 
other. "he confequence was, as might be expected— 
we had every malt, yard, fail, and all our rigging cut 
to pieces ; but owing to their firing very high, we have 
only our boatf{wain and feven men badly wounded, and 
others flightly, but not worth inferting inthe hit, A- 
mong others, I.got a fmart blow from a {plinter, but 
not fuch as to occafion my leavingthe deck, An un- 
fortunate fhift of the wind that night, gave the enemy 
a chance to efcape. Next morning we’ faw_ them ata 
diftance—our ihips in chace; fince which we have 
feen nothing of them of the prizes, but have been tum- 
bling about in very bad weather, a mere log, almoft 
ungovernable ; indeed all the laft month we have had 
exceflive bad weather. 


La Loire, French prize frigate, rgth of Oct. 
35 leagues N. W. of Sligo. / 

I wrote to you three days after the action, which 
letter will accompany this. I have now the happinefs 
to acquaint you, that having put our hip into the belt 
pofible order our diltreffed {tate would admit of, onthe 
evening of that day we difcovered one of the enemy’sfri- 
gates to leeward of us—we chaced, and {oon found he 
was held in chace by the Kangaroo brig, and ata gréat- 
et diftance by the Mermiaid alfo, who anfwered our pri- 
vate fignal. ‘The brig foon opened her fire, but the 
feventh fhot from the enemy cut away her forematt, and 
the dropt a-ftern—at eight in the evening we were with- 
in four miles of her, when the wind fhifted— it became, 
fqually, and fhe altered her caurfe, pafling clofe to the 
Mermaid, who in the morning bore up with ‘her—at 
day-light they were out of fight, when the Mermaid 
brought her to clofe action, in which fhe fuffered a 
great deal, lofing her mizen-maft and main top-matt.— 
The Mermaid was much inferior in force, being only 
a 32-gun fhip. On the 18th we again difcovered the 
enemy’s fhip, as much crippled in her malt as _ ourfelves 
—we brought her to clofe action, and in an hour and a 
quarter captured her. 

She proves tu be La Loire of 46 guns, pierced for 
50; 647 men—the fanse thip we firlt engaged on the 
r2th inft. She is a fine new fhip, and fought with 
great gallantry. Her mizen-maft went overboard as 
foon as fhe ftruck—in the night ‘her main-mait went, 
and this day our foremaft went overboard alfo. 

Oaober. 23.—Although I received another contufion 
in the lait action, I was the firft on, board this thip—in- 
deed I did not feel much.till ‘I cooled in the evening. 
Ihave fince faffered a goad deal, but am now much 
better, Nothing can exceed the horror and diftrefs 
we have been in—fcarcely any thing to éat, and four 
wine our only drink, When I came on board it blew 
exceflively hard, with a great fea, and her matts in 
momentary danger—many large fhot under water, and 
3% feet water in the hold; about a hundred killed and 
wounded lying about the deck where they fell. The 
Captain of her having formerly broken his parole, def- 
perately determined to blow her up, and was only pre- 
vented from doing: it by his own officers encircling him 
with their drawn fwords. ‘We are now, thank God, 
in a fair way. Lait night we got a fair wind, and the 
Anfon having us in tow, we were getting on extremely 
well, when at eleven we, were alarmed by feeing the 
land, when we fuppofed ourfelves forty miles off—in 
half an hour rocks were difcovered clofe under our lee. 
For two hours we were in very imminent danger of be- 
ing wrecked on the Blafques Rocks, a confiderable di- 
{tance from the land, near the mouth of the Shannon, 
I thould have told you that the Kangaroo was in fight, 
She has been very ufeful to us fince. 

“ The names.of the five friggtes we fought on the 
12th, are La Loire, 46 guns, 640 men ; L’Immortalite, 
443 La Romaine, 44; La Semillante, 36; and La 
Refolue, 35. Our thip, though {tiled by Steele a 445 
is only a 38, and had 300 men on board, 

Our lols, thank God, is only three killed (in both 
actions) and twenty-four wounded, which E attribute to 
the tempeftuous weather we fought in. W: hope to be 
at Plymouth in three days. I have not been out of my 
clothes fince the 16th. Ihave only ten -marines and 
forty failors to take care of this thip, and three hundred 
French foldiers ; but we make them pump a good deal. 
There are clothing and officers fufficient for three rebel 


regiments, on board La Loire, together with one field-

The King of Pruflia has augmented the pay of his 
foldiers, two grofchn (about twopence Englifh) every 
fifth day.

Lieutenant Weisn then went oa thore, and fent of 
difpatshts to the Irith Goverment, giving an account 
of the enemy’s force ; and abous two o’clock again put 
to fea, to endeavour to fail'in with them, to watch their 
motions. About five in the afternoon, fell in with 
them.off ‘the Stays‘of Broadhaven, and all that night 
kept plying to windward, in order to keep clear of them 
tli morning, keeping up a conitant and heavy caniio- 
nade, to alarm any ot our fquadrons that might be near; 
but it blowing very hard, nd a hollow fea running, the 
Vox loit her bowiprit, ‘and> wds obliged to bear away 
tor this port.—Abous five days before the Fox fell in 
with the enemy, the parted copppany with the Cefar, 
and other two thips.of the line, maree frigates, and the 
Hazard floop of wary about #0.
